AltDUKUAIIlIAN KHAN, 

The Ameer of AftjhnniBlan ,Inlua tlie Mii.iurlty 
—A Few Facta Kegurdliij; Illui. 

lioMii.vv, thin. "JD. — Alulurrahiran, Ameer 
of Afghanistan, is reported dead. Ho had 
lately been sqffering from gout. He was 
horn about 1830, was the eldest son of Af- 

zul Ivhan and nephew of the late Ameer, 
,Sliere All. During the civil war, in 1801, 
lie [ihiyed a leading part on the side of his 
father .igainst his uncle, and gained 
several battles. Tho great victories 
of ShuikluiLiul iind and Klielat-i-(jhilzai were 
niainly duo to his ability. He wua cii- 
truated with the (.iovernorship of ]5u,lkli, 
where he made hiinaelf pojiuhir by liia 
moderation, and by miirryiug the 
daughter of the chief of DadaUsluiu. He 
rcniiiiued in Turkeataii until ISTiJ, when he 
alnwdy made bia way through Ualkli to tho 
Cabul froniier, and, in July of the following 
year, was fornially ehosen by the leidiiig 
men of Cabul, and acknowledged by the 
Uritioh Indian Governinent aa Ameer of 
Afghanistan. From the Governinent he re- 
ceived a regular subsidy of £160,000 a year, 
with large gifts of artillery, rifles and am- 
munition to improve his military force.

Uriel Sketch of Hi.s Career -lli.s Con- 
nection With .Miiiiy Very Ini- 
l)ortiiiii Concerns- 

Nkw ^ uUK, Jan. -JO. —The large dining 
hall at Delmonioo'a never presented a hap- 
pier picture than iit fi o'clock, this evening, 
when the members and guests of the New 
York Board of Trud'i ,uid Transportation, 
more th.-vn i'lO in iiuiiilier, began the exer- 
cises of the annual b.aiqnet of that orgau- 
i/. ilion; nor was it ever the scene of such 
profound uonstcrnation as that which over- 
came the company, four hours later, when 
the principal speaker of the occasion fell 
from his chair and died a fewmiuutes later. 
The ban(|Uet was of exceptional interest, be- 
catibe of the prominence of the speakers and 
the aignificauce of the aubjects to lie dia- 
cuased. The list of speakers included Sec- 
retary Winddin, ex-,Seeretary liayard, Hon. 
Wilfred Lnirier of Canada, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Longley, of Nova Scotia, Secretary of 
tho Navy Trooey, Attorney-General Miller 
and Murat Halstead. Major McKinley and 
Congressman Breckeuridge of Kentucky 
sent regrets. 

The Secretary was the first speaker of the 
evening. The dinner, which began a six 
o'clock, was completed shortly alter nine, 
and the Secretary rose to speak. He enter- 
tained, t tie diners with ai most- elaborate 
oration, and sat down amidst the loud ap- 
plause of his auditors. Judge Arnoux then 
got up, and was. in then)i>lstof his speech, 
introduoingex-Secretary Bttyard.when some 
one cried, "Look»ut .Secretary Windoml" 
The speech was broken short, iiutl every eye 
was turned in the direction of tliat gentle- 
man. He had collapsed in his chair, and 
was falling to the ti lor. Hi.-i face was 
gha.stly, ami a c,y id li.d'ror aro.se. 
was un iiiiincdiati.' rush on the ] 
all towards Mr. W'iiidnm's chair, but 
doctors, who were giicsls at ih.c dinner, got 
there liist, and ilnivo the otheraback. They 
were IJoctors Kollinsoii, Diirant, Whitney, 
Fiaher and llisliop. Dr. KoUinaon bent 
down and making a close exiiniin. it ion of the 
])r(istrate form, discovered that the .secre- 
tary had been f.ir a long time a .suli'crer from 
hiMrt iliseasc', and only last Monday was 
visited by a shoe!;, which, however, passed 
away wit hinil causing him niucli iiioonvcn- 
ieuce.

Ho received 
un Academic education, studied law at 
Mount Vernon, Ohio, and was admitted to 
the liar in I8')0, In 1S,')2 ho became prose- 
cuting attorney for Knox county, lint in 
IS.'i,") he reiiHivcd to .\1 in iii-sol i , uinl .soon 
afterwarda was chnsen to ('oiigr.'ss for tliiit 
,Si,itc as a repiililic.in, ciiii ;,cn ed from 
to I.Sd'.l. In tlnit bii,ly he acted tor two 
terms as t'liairnian of the Committee on 
liidi.iii AtT.iirK, and also was at the head of 
the hpecial eomniittee which visitml the 
Western tribes in l.Sli,'). in l.S7(l he wa.s 
appointed to the United Slates Senate to 
till the ime\pired term of Daniel ,S. Norton, 
decea.sed, and wiis Hul seijitently chosen 
fur the term tlml emle.l in 
1N77. He was re-i^lectcd in IS.SI, but 
re.-igneil to enter the Cabinet of I'resideiit 
(iailield lis .Secretary of the Treasurer, re- 
tiring on the accession of I'resident Ar- 
thur. He acted as clniirman of the com- 
mittee on iipprnjiriationa, foreign ud'airs anil 
trunspnrtatiun. He waa apeeiiilly identilied 
with the Interstate Cou.merce Hill, the 
Silver liill, and both before and after he 
joined President Harrison's Cabinet, of 
whieli ho waa a moat energetic and ad- 
vanced member, did much toward the re- 
duction of tlie National debt. 

The dinner parly broke up as soon as the 
hon. gentleman's death was announced. I'he 
body was removed to the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, where tho following named gentle- 
men will remain with it all night : Collec- 
tor Khrandt, Secretary Tracy, Attorney 
Ceni'ral Miller, F. B. Thurher, Ed. Harper, 
ami Dr. Robinson. It has been decided to 
tiki' ihe remains to Washington in the 
uiorning by special train.

On 
the floor was the husband's corpse, and near 
at hand was the weapon which liad done 
the deadly work. The deceased surgeon 
entered the urmy in I SS.'S and had the rank 
of captain.

The iigcnt says that there 
waa Home excitcinenl iiinoiig t hose Indians, 
but more cspi eiii lly nniong those moving off 
tbe reservations in Okanagtiii cnunty, on ac- 
connl of the lynching of a young Indian 
named .Stephen, who was conliiied in the 
county j lil lit C'oiinelly, as one of tho sup- 
posed iiuirdtrers of u white freighter. Cole, 
several weeks ngo. Tlio deputy slierilF, 
Ives, in atti'iiipting to arrest C;,iptain .lolin, 
who, it is .-uppoied, murdered (ade, killed 
tlielinlian. Young ,Stcphen, on .lanuury 
,")lh, gave hiinaelf up to the au- 
thorities, witli the niuleraliiiiding 
that they should try liini for killing Colo by 
law, as he believed he could prove himself 
inuoeent. Un tiie luntli, lie was exumi ned 
und hia bonds fixed at $10,000, and while 
his relatives and friends were getting bonds 
twenty-live nmakcd man, on the eighth, 
went to the juil and demanded at the poinb 
of their guns the release of the prisoner. 

He was then taken a short distance from 
the jail and hanged to a tree. Stephen vas ' 
not more than lifteen years of age. The 
agent says it iva3 a cowardly act. On ac- 
count of tho threats mttde liy frieuds of 
the young Iiiiliaii, the Governor sent 200 
riQca and (iUO ruuniis of aiumunition, and 
troops were held iu readiness to move at a 
moinent'ii notice. The agent says ho does 
not fear any trouble on thia ucooiiiit, but 
lii|Uor traliic now going on near Okanagoii 
reservation, he fears, if not quickly aup- 
poessed, will cause aerions trouble among, 
the Indiana.

AGKICULTURE IN BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 

To THK Enrroa: — ^The reason why uRri- 
culture makes such slow progress iu Van- 
couver Island is that the land is heavily 
timbered, not easily accessible, and, in ad- 
dition, not descriptively mapped, for which 
reason no stranger can tinil a claim. 

The absence of settlement is not due to 
the land laws, for, within the past forty 
years, every kind and description have, at 
various times, been in vogue, without ap- 
preciable eirect. To these may be added 
the modern craze tor residence in cities. 

Tim labor und expense of clearing are the 
chief obstacles to proL'iess. To make one 
aero of timbered land lit for the plough, 
costs, even with Chinese labor, about one 
hundred iloUar.'j. If a farmer, then, clears 
an acre of lunil and makes it lit for cultiva- 
tion, he has spent by his own labor one hun- 
dred dollars. Can he realize one hiimlred 
dollars if he wishes to sell '.' The 
answer is no, excepting near the 
city, or somt; other popular centre. 

One man can scarcely be expected to clear 
more than two acres in one year, for, remem- 
ber, he has to live, and for this purpose to 
cultivate what other prepared land he may 
have. If a man, then, has 120 acres, it will 
take him sixty years at this rate to u:ake 
the whole useful. Of eour.se I am speaking 
of heavily timbered land. How liitlo, ihen, 
has the Government price of land to <lo with 
settlement ! The obstruction to agricul 
lural progress stares one in the face, it is 
the cost and difficulty of clearing the land. 

Tiir.bcred land then for agricultural pur- 
poses may be considered worthless. Of 
eour.se, if a settler has a few acres of prai- 
I ie, aldur bottom or easily drained swamp, 
he can begin therewith and do very well. 
'J'hu cost of,t,lie actual necessaries of life are 
luit great; the artificial wants are what 
make living expensive. 

How, then, can settlement on such lands 
he promoted or procured und production in- 
creased? Remember the great want is a 
j)ro(lacing popidaliou. 

Should not the govoriuuent gi\ e a libei al 
bonus to everyone who re-mlers one acre of 
heavily timlicreii hind lit for the plough '.' 
The land is the estate of the government of 
the country (i. e., all that has not been 
sold), how can they make it prolitable to the 
country? Let the goverimient prepan^ to 
borrow, say a (jiiarter of a million, and 
with this money render productive three 
thouKMud acres of land ! It is true that the 
interest on this money wc ild he ten thou- 
sand dollars per aiminn. This iiuereil 
would ho a charge on the cleared laiul. 
Could they sell this hind at one ihousanil 
dollars per acre? Could they icnt this 
land at five dollars per acre'.' This, 
however, is hardly the way to look at 
a fiucstion involving the improvement of the 
country. If they want to got this price 
they must make the clearing easily ucces- 
siblo, and have a market handy. Does not 
ihiH moan a railway? Of course the land 
might siir.ply be cleared of upright timber, 
ill ■ stumps left to rot — they would only 
take a (piarter of a century to do so! There 
i.H, however, another coinije which miglit 
prolitably bo pursued, viz. : build farm 
lionsi'S on desirable lands, and, having clear- 
ed two or three acres of the latter, rent the 
whole claim with 11. iiromise to sell at a 
given lignre simply covering the cost of 
the im|)rovement. It is a well known 
fact that if a iu;ui can (iiid a eliiim of this 
kind, lie is willing and anxious to take it, 
stick to it and go on clearing more land. 
He will pay the rent, because he has the 

f)owor to buy, wliieh ulao means to .sell his 
ease, . The rent of such uu improved oluim 
would not exceed thirty-five dollars per an> 



num. There is, however, another way of 
looking at this matter. Three thousand 
acres of land will produce about ninety 
thousand bushels or two tlion3an<l seven 
humlre<l tons of wheat, tho value of which 
aniouiils to about one hundred thousand 
dollars. Mind, once the land has 

been cleared, il will produce this or some 
other cijually valuable crop annually. The 
interest to he paid out of this 
is ten thousand dollars, leaving 
ninety thousand dollars for working ex- 
penses. W hat would the working e.i- 
penses amount to? I do not know. 

Three thousand acres of cultivated land 
will yiohl a very good liviDg to one hundred 
faniiersand their families, so that the coun- 
trj' w(nild have so many more "settlers." 
Doubtless each farmei' wouhl make the land 
I)ro(in(.:e ni(n'e than I have reckoned, be- 
cause dairy lir.sliaiulry and so forth would 
yield larger income. Of course, there 
would he a little larger outlay. Kach far- 
mer of thirty acres would have to pay 
about one hundred and twenty dollars per 
amiuin rent to the government, uutil he 
bought out his allotment. 

The above are cogitations only. 

Honuscs and privileges are oft'ered people 
who wdll erect industries profitable to the 
country. Why should not the same be ap- 
[ilicahlc to people who will clear the lands ? 

Of course it may be said that agrbultural 
products may be brought from foreign coun- 
tries without all this trouble. ^Ve know 
this to our sorrow to be so. If this had not 
been so easy, if people had been necessi- 
tated to grow their own provender, Van- 
couver Island v.'ould have been better oil' to- 

•lay. 

Jl wo arc to have a resident productive 
agricultural population in Vam.'cnivcr 
Island, the government must encourage it 
ill some nialerial blia|)e or way. i have 
seen every kind of land policy pursued 
without elfect. It is of no use inviting iiii- 
migrants to settle in the lorests without 
having tirat maile a clearing for them. 

11 i.oiHse, il is supposed that when any- 
one iiuys a portion of tin: cleaned land the 
money paid will be applied to the clearing 
of other land and so hu t h.

Wo think 
that witli tlio ciinsent and cooperation of 
tho Dominion (Jovernniout this could 
easily bo done. If the Provincial Gov- 
ernment buys the, reserve the Indians 
might be allowed to ohopse farms on the 
Island or tho Mainland. Tho public 
domain is largo and tlioso few Indians 
might bo allowed a free choice. 
If tho city buys tho land diruotly frotn 
tho 1 uJiaiis, with tho coiisuut of tho 
Dominion (iovurnuioiit, farms might bo 
bought for them with tho purchase 
money whorevor they wished to settle. 
We believe that the business could be so 
managed that the Indiana settled on 
farms of their own would be very much 
better off than they are now, and they 
would bo froo from many influences tiiat 
keep them in their present unsatisfactory 
condition. Persons who know the British 
Columbia Indians well, say that tlioso who 
believe them to be stupid and uiiim])rijv- 
ablo inako a very great mistako. Many 
of them are sharp and shrewd, and if they 
were in favorable oircumstancesjcould hold 
their own against white men, whose 
oijportunitios were no hotter. The plan 
of making them self-dependent property 
owners is, we think, a very promising 
one. The experiment ought to be tried. 
It may result in a very groat improve- 
ment of the condition of thu ownor.s of 
tho reserve, and if it fails after a fair 
trial thoy will not be a great deal worse 
oil' than they are now. 

That tho Indians on the reserve nuist 
go is a foregone conclusion. The only 
(luestion that is to bo considered is bow 
shall thoy be removed ? Is not tho way 
that thoy themselves have chosi ii tlie 
very best that could bo suggested - best 
for the Indians themselves as well as for 
the citizens of Victoria ?

It said that ho 
worked it so well that in order to secure 
his election to the Governorship ho 
s[}oilod Mr. Cleveland's chances of being 
President for a second term. Both men 
being Democrats, this was not exactly 
what high-minded men con.iidor loyal or 
ptiti'iotic. But tho ways of politicians of 
Senator Hill's stamp are not to bo judged 
by a high standard. When it came to be 
a (|iiostiou whetlicr ho should be (iovor- 
iior of New York or Clovolaiid shotikl ho 
Presidentof tho I nited States, Hill, having 
control of ttie voting machine, did not 
hesitate to sacrifice Cleveland. It is said 
that Hill's election to the Senate has been 
efTooted tn tak') him out of Cleveland's 
way when tho time comes for nominating 
a Democratic citndidate for tlie Presi- 
dency. If this Wis the bargain. Senator 
Hill will very likely keep it. Before the 
iioiiiinatiiig convention is held, the 
machine will bo in other liaiids. Tlio 
macliino is a local institution, and is 
worked chictly by nieii who take a lead- 
ing [lart in state politics. A United 
States Senator who has hold his seat for 
over a j'ear is almost out of tho swim. 
-Either hands have boon i)iilliiig tho wires, 
and thi^ now nion will not, when the 
presidential cdectioii comes round, bo 
willing to put the macliino into tho hands 
of tho old engineer. They will insist 
upon working it tn please I lieinselves. 
Thu cliaiices are, tlierefure, that Hill's 
transforonco to the Senate will make 
Cleveland's nomination a sure thing. 
There is no other candidate in sight.

THE BIQHT WAY. 

The Indian who told a Colonist re- 
porter that the men of the Songish tribe 
do not want a reserve, but would gladly 
sell out and buy homes for thcmselvea, 
indicated very clearly tho s(jlutioii uf the 
Indian didieulty, not only iu A'ictoria, 
but in every [iiirt of tliis cDiitineiit 
Hiving the Indians on resoivus is tho very 
worst thing that can bo dono with them. 
Forming an isolated community, they 
perpetuate tho tribal feeling, their wild 
notions, their language, and the improvi- 
dent habits they have inherited. The best 
friends of the Indians have been long try- 
ing to persuade them to hold land in 
severalty, to settle upon their own farms 
and to cultivate them as white men do. 
Bub tho Indians like their old ways too 
well to ohaiigo tlioia readily. A few, here 
and there, have taken farina and adopted 
tho white man's mode of living, ko a cer- 
tain extent, and they have done very 
well ; bub the great majority are too much 
iittaclied to Indian habits and h-ive too 
great a diatnsto for oontinuois hard work 
.to beoomo either cultivators of tho soil or 
raisers of stock. 

But heie we have a tribe who are do 
siroua to live as white mon do. Each 
member of it wants to own land in iii.-^ 
own right, to cidtivato it for himself and 
to Uko upon himself llio duties and re.i- 
ponsibilitios of a froo citizen. Would it 
jjot bo well to treat those men as they 



The hostile tariff was received a.s a 
dividing fence erected suddenly between 
Canathi and her continental neighbor, 
and the colony turned its faco resolute- 
ly towards home. The spirit shown by 
Canada, under the circumstances, hus 
been such as to awaken a warm answer- 
ing sentiment in this country. Estimat- 
ing tho losses which hor trade is likely to 
sutler from the American duties, she litis 
set herself to recover the balance else- 
where, and chiefly within tho empire. 
To this end she has entered into negotisi- 
tions for reciprocal commercial advanltigos 
with tho West Indies, and is foehi.g her 
way to snini; similar aureeiiieiit with .Aus- 
tralia. She has also shown iniicli enorL;y 
in tho endeavors to open ni) marki^H f<jr 
farm and dairy produce in this country, 
and is oflering every inducement to c( hni- 
ista to settle iu the fertile agricultural 
lands of Manitoba. Active negotia- 
tions have alao been carried on 
for the ilevolopiiient of lines of 
ctnuimiiiicatioii both by rail iind by aea. 
The lirst steamer of a now fast line al- 
ready established between Vancoiivor, 
China and Japan will leave Liverpool on 
the Ifjth of this month, and the Canadian 
( icjvor iiment is in treaty for the catab- 
lishineiit cjf a fast Atlantic service of four 
'20-kiiot twin-screw steaiiiiM-s between 
(Jreat Britain and Canada. These at»iam- 
ers would rim from Louduii niid Ply- 
mouth to Halifax and (.,)uebec, and^ emi- 
nect with the Canadian Pacific, (hand 
TVunk and other railway systems. They 
will, if tho scheme is carried out, be 
supplemented by a Pacific service run- 
ning between British Cobmibia aiul tho 
Australian colonies, whien wdl coiiaiat, to 
begin with, of three twin-scrow atuainers 
of not less than Hi knot.H. Tho ateainers 
of tliis service will purform the pa.'^sM^o 
across tho Pacitic in from 18 to 20 day.s, 
and will bo able, if necessary, to reach 
tho nearest Australian port from V«n- 
oonver in Hi days. This brings tho two 
must distinct groups of col- 
oniea within little more I liaii a fort niolit 
of each other, and tin- t(it;il leiiu'th of tho 
journey from l.diiil' u tliriiUL;h ('aiiada to 
Australia by this route will be <i ly.i. 
Tho ahili-i will carry mails, and will be 
Bubsidi/.ed by l.bo Govornioents nl' (Ireat 
Britain, Canada and Australia. Thoy 
also, as is tho case with tho line running 
between Vnuctiuver and Japan, form .a 
jiarl of the aclieuH! of imperial dufeiice, 
and will be .specially designed as fast 
armed cruisers iuid Ir.uisiior' slii|is. They 
will be built under the sii|)im viBi<jii of 
the .Admiralty, and fully provideil with 
all tlio necessary gun plalforma and fit- 
tings. It is also intended that they siiall 
be, as far aa posaihlo, nniiiiiud by crows 
of tho lloyal N'aval iieaervo. Tho aclieine 
has not yet lieen presenled for tlio ac- 
ceptance of Her Majesty's (iovermnent, 
but the Canadian Govetunient lias already

FINANCIAL AND COMMEBCIAL. 

Business generally has, probably owing 
to the unfavorable weather, hardly as- 
sumed that importance and extent which 
was expected immediately on the advent 
of the New Year, although it keeps fully 
lip to tho volume at the same j)eriod of 
last year. IMcniey i.s in sulMcient supply, 
and there are no legitimato demands that 
are not readily filled at 7 to 9 per cent. 

Tho dry goods trade has been rather 
under tho weather, and " sorting up or- 
ders are not nearly as good as they ought 
to have been. The probabilities are that 
large quantities of wiuter goods wdl be 
held over, a circumstance wliicli will tend 
to lesson the inclination to lay in stocks. 
There is so far extremely little to say on 
this subject, but merchants, though not 
sanguine, are hopeful for tho future. 

Grocery morohants report nothing new. 
Matters are, comparatively speaking, at 
a standstill. Sugars are steady, and it is 
scarcely expected that prices will bo 
much, if any, afl'ccted when the j)roduct 
of the >'anc"iiver lletinery is plrtced <m 
the market. Codecs are a t:riflo lower and 
on teas, tliere being somo talk about an 
increase of duty, holders are firmer. Salt 
and smoked meats are dull and cannot, it 
is said, bo handled at the present time 
with any very great amount of profit. 
Butter and cheese are firm. Salmon ^is 
expected to bo dearer. There has, how- 
ever, been scarcely as much buying of 
British account, much that has gone over 
having been on speculation. Dried fruits, 
particularly apples, are more firmly held, 
and in this descriptive there is a tirin and

WOLVES FEED ON INDIANS. 

Baud of 100 lifiaBts Eiit Up a lluiiling Party 
- I'reaclicr Tells the Story. 

WlNNi iT.c, Mini., .Jan. 'JT. — News of a 
most unusual occurrence among the Luke 
Winnipeg Indiun.s lias been bionglit to thin 
city by Rev. J. .Senior, au Indiun mis.si(in- 
ary. That country ia infested by tinibi^r 
wolves, but they rarely attack man. Tliis 
year, however, there are few deer and no 
rabbits, and the wolves are ravenous. A 
pack of 100 of them attacked an Indian 
liiiiitiiig camp on the west shore of Lake 
W innipeg, overpowered all resistance, and 
killed aiul devoured many Indians. One 
Indian, with an axe, made a desperate re- 
sistance, killing a dosen or so of the beasts, 
but was finally overpowered. Another In- 
dian climbed a tree, and thus escaped. 
Some of the Indiana climbed on a loft, but 
the wolvesclimbed up and devoured them. 
The Indians are panic-stricken, and are 
afriiid to tnvvel except in large parties.
